Idaho students learn forestry and win cash, prizes in 37th
annual Idaho State Forestry Contest

(COEUR D’ALENE) - A record 700 students participated in the
37th annual Idaho State Forestry Contest today at Delay
Farms in Careywood, Idaho, located between Coeur d'Alene
and Sandpoint.

The contest introduces students in grades 1 through 12 to basic
forestry and resource management skills on three educa-
tional courses. More than 250 volunteers from local businesses,
agencies and organizations donated their time to help run the
contest.

Students from Bonners Ferry to Plummer participated in the
contest. A complete list of winners is on the right.

Contest winners received awards and cash prizes. The winning
junior and senior teams took home a full-sized, crosscut saw
trophy to display until next year's contest, and the winning Rook-
ie Team received an Idaho trophy made from all nine commer-
cial woods grown in the state.
